many. It took .over the fight against 
the enemy’s most useful ally, disease. 
It won its share of the war, and sent 
an army to France fit to fight. 


Surgeon General Rupert B lu e»and 
the officers under him have signed 110 
armistice, admit no peace. 
They are 
keeping up the fight to make men fit. 


Public proclamation that the war 
against disease is still on recently was 
given in an appeal to the 115,000 min­ 
isters of the country to devote their 
sermons to the necessity for keeping 
our communities as healthful as our 
camps were. 


The appeal of the surgeon general 
was read from pulpits all over the 
qountry, and concludes: 


“It is the social responsibility of the

Created as War Measure. 


Particular emphasis is given by the 
United States public health service in 
opening this campaign to the work of 
the newly organized department of 
public health nursing, which, created 
as a war measure, has proved so valu­ 
able that, according to announcements, 
it will be continued and increased. 


The women of the nation are appeal­ 
ed to, In a special communication from 
the surgeon general sent through the 
churches, to aid the work of the pub­ 
lic health nurses, and to do everything 
possible to increase their number, 


A noteworthy tribute was paid to 
the nurses by the surgeon general in 
the following statem ent: 


“For the first time in its history the 
United States public health service 
during the recent w ar organized a de­ 
partment of public health nursing. 
The work which these nurses perform­ 
ed was of inestimable value. It is not 
too much to say that without their aid 
our success in keeping down sickness 
in the extra-cantonment zones and in 
making the venereal disease rate in 
our army lower than that of any other 
army In modern times could not have 
been achieved. 


“Jn continuing our general campaign

against venereal disease, we depend 
upon the continued assistance of pub­ 
lic health nurses.

New York—The number of Jews In 
the military and naval service during 
the wfar was between 105,000 and 200,- 
000, or from 4 to 5 per cent of the 
total personnel of the American forces 
at the time the armistice was signed, 
according to 'T h e W ar Itecord of 
American Jews,” issued by the Ameri­ 
can Jewish committee. 


It was pointed out that the Jews 
compose about 3 p.er cent of the total 
population, so that the proportion of 
Jews in the service was about 50 per 
cent greater than the proportion of 
Jews in the total population. 


Complete casualty records have not 
beon obtained, but the committee es­ 
timates that 2,000 Jews were killed 
in action and that their casualties 
totaled 10,000.

DESERT FOR MANY REASONS 


Every Soldier Who Flees the Colors In 
Times of Peace Is Not Neces­ 
sarily Disloyal. 


Tho reversion to peace is welcomed 
l y most men. but there is a group in 
tho army and navy posted as desert­ 
ers who must be uneasy in their minds. 


Desertion in the army implies ab­ 
sence without leave for 22 days, and 
entails a court-iuartial if the individ* 
ual is reclaimed, says a writer in Lon­ 
don Answers. 


In time of war it was a serious busi­ 
ness, and a man risks his life almost’ 
as much by running away from dan­ 
ger as by running into it? 


But in peace times there is some­ 
times an element of humor in deser­ 
tion from the forces. 
Men ruu away 
for such trivial reasons, sometimes 
merely to join another unit. 


Men desert chiefly because they are 
daily confronted by irritating restric­ 
tions, personal animosity of superiors 
or for private reasons. 


Sometimes an 
attractive uniform 
like that of a lancer regiment will 
seduce an infantryman. 
I have in 
mind a corporal who was chased by 
military police in Aldershot two years 
after the desertion, one of the M. P.'s 
having known him in his former unit. 


A man still living left the navy in 
a hurry in 1S74, 
An officer had called 
him a liar, a charge ho countered with 
his iist, for which he was placed in 
irons. A fire on board that night gare 
him his chance, 
lie roamed Australia 
until his ship went out of commission, 
wheh the charge automatically lapsoi. 


Disoontent with existing conditions 
is a frequent cause of a man break­ 
ing away. 
In 1015 a private who 
held an army skilled trade certificate 
was deputed to examine applicants for 
special enlistment in that branch. 


He prepared the tests and examined 
the finished work. 


Those who qualified were created 
staff sergeants a week later, with pay 
amounting to four times his own. 


His repeated requests for promotion 
were turned down, as he was a regu­ 
lar. 
While on leave he deserted, join­ 
ing another regiment immediately, and 
after IS months in Saloniki he was dis­ 
charged under an assumed name with 
heart trouble. 


A kindly C. O. has been known to 
give an incorrigible a few days’ leave 
and a sovereign, with the advice to 
lose himself—in the rosy times of 
peace.

Two Horses Perish in Fire. 
The barn of Conrad Brothers at the 


rear of the butcher shop on Main street, 
in McSherrystown, was destroyed by fire 
at 2 o'clock Saturday morning. The fire 
was discovered by Chief of Police Groft 
who called out the fire company. When 
discovered the fire had made such head- 
way that it was impossible to save the 
building, but the firemen, by hard work, 
saved the adjoining buildings from des- 
truction. The origin of the fire is a mys- 
tery. Together with the stable two hors- 
es were burned to death. A quantity of 
hay. straw and feed was also consumed. 
The delivery waton and bug<;;y was pulled 
to safety from the wagon shed. Insurance 
oil the burned building is carried iu the 
agency of F V. Topper & Coiopany. This 
fire is the third disastrous one to oecur in 
the vicinity in a period of a month; the 
Middleburg fire, in which the lurge factory 
building of S. L. Johns was destroyed, oc- 
curring la.°t week, and the barn at St. Jo- 
seph's Academy having burned not, long 
ago.

According to the re- 
cords, there were C75 deaths and 909 
births in 1818 and 470 deaths and 852 
births in the previous year.

On the war department's records 


there is a roll of "America's Immor- 
tals" It is the roll of officers and 
men to whom there has been award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Cross 
in recognition of acts of unusual 
gallantry in action. Behind each of 
these awards is a story of surpass- 
ing bravery that deserves the wid- 
est publicity, but pages of newspa- 
per space would be required to print 
them all. 
Officers attached to Gen- 


eral Pershing's staff 
have selected 


from the hundreds of official reports 
a number that typify 
most strik- 


ingly the gallantry and spirit of 
self-sacrifice 
that made America's 


army invincible. Here arc a few of 
them: 


THOMAS O. NEIBOUR, 


Private, Company M, 167th Infantry. 


Private Keibour, whose home is at 


Sugar City, Idaho, was decorated for 
conspicuous gallantry in action near 
Landres-et-St. Georges, France, Octo- 
ber 16, 1918. 
On the afternoon of Oc- 


tober 16, when the Cote de Chatillen 
had just been gained after bitter fight- 
Ing, and the summit of that strong bul- 
wark in the krienhilde Stellung was be- 
ing organized, Private Neibour was 
sent on patrol with his automatic rifle 
squad to enfilade enemy machine gun 
nests. As Private Neibour gained the 
ridge he set up his automatic rifle and 
was directly thereafter wounded in 
both legs by fire from a hostile machine 
gun on his flank. The advance wave 
of the enemy troops counter-attacking 
had about gained the ridge and al- 
though practically 
cut off and sur- 


rounded, the remainder of his detach- 


vanclng line was held up by machine 
gun fire, Sergt. Gumpertz left the pla- 
toon of which he was in command and 
started through a heavy barrage to- 
ward the machine gun nest. His two 
companions soon became 
casualties 


from bursting shells, but Sergt. Guui- 
pertz continued on alone in the face 
of direct fire from the machine gun, 
jumped into the nest and sih-nccd the 
gun, capturing nine of the crew. Sergt.

bank. Seeing his advance units mak- 
ing slow headway up the steep sloj 
ahead, this officer mounted the c-aua 
bank and called for his men to follow 
Plunging in he swam across the tana 
under fire from the enemy, followed hj 
his men. Inspiring his men by his ex 
ample of gallantry, he led them up tin. 
Blope, joining the hard-pressed pla 
toons in front. By his personal leader 
ship he forced the enemy back fo 
more than a kilometer, overcoming ma 
chine gun nests and capturing a bun 
dred prisoners, whose number exceed 
ed that of the men in his command 
The exceptional courage and leader 
ehip displayed by Capt. Alhvorth inadi 
possible the 
re-establishment of 
: 


bridgehead over the canal and the sue 
cessful advance of other troops. Capt 
AllwortL's home is at Crawford, Wash 
Ington.

Muscular Effort Is Cause 


of Near-sightedness, Notes 


an Authority on Subject 


It is generally agreed that myopia, 


or noarsightedness, is an acquired de- 
fect resulting from the elongation of 
the eyeball, but its causation has nor 
yet boon determined, the evidence for 
the assumption that near work pro- 
ducer near sight being unsatisfactory. 
Dr. Eldridge Green, writing in the Lon- 
don Lancet, advances the theory that 
the primary and essential cause is an 
obstruction of the 
outflow of 
the 


lymph. 
The obstruction may he pro- 


duced by severe muscular effort, e. g., 
by lifting heavy weights, when a feel1- 
ing of tension is always felt in the 
eyes, which appear, in extreme cases, 
to be starting from the head. This

myopia 
among warehouse 


boys, porters and others whose work 
involves excessive effort, while with 
those engaged in sedentary occupa- 
tions tho form of exorcise taken mav 
>e responsible, e. g., wrestling, rowing,

Smallest Bird Is American; 


400 Species of Hummers; 


Only in Western Hemisphere 


The smallest and most brilliantly col- 


ored of all feathered creatures are the 
humming birds, and of the 400 species 
rone Is to be found elsewhere than in 
this western hemisphere, notes a writ- 
er in the Arkansas Gazette. 


The largest of these birds are no 


more than eight and a half inches and 
the smallest about two and three- 
eighths in length. Of these the larg- 
est are never seen far north and the 
smallest rarely. 
The ruby-throated 


humming bird, called by Audubon "a 
glittering fragment of the rainoow," 
breeds from the far southern states 
as far north as Labrador and winters 
from 
southern 
Florida to Central 


America, remaining with us from May 
to October. Its length is about three 
end one-quarter inches. 
The upper 


plumage Is metallic green, the male 
having a ruby red gorget, a white col- 
lar on the throat and a deeply forked 
tail of brownish violet. The female 
is of plainer colorings. The eggs, nev- 
er more than two, are white and about 
as large as peas. 


It is a popular mistake that hum- 


ming birds feed only on the honey in 
flowers. They really for the most part 
feed on insects, gathered with their 
barbed and sticky tongues from flow- 
ers and leaves. 
They are, notwith- 


standing their diminutive size, very 
pugnacious and will attack birds much 
larger than themselves, so that the 
English sparrow, with all his vaunted 
courage, dare aot intrude on their 
nests.

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Moit striking instances 
of gallantry for which 
the Distinguished Service 
Cross has been awarded 
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On the war department's records 
there is a roll of “America’s Immor­ 
tals” It is the roll of officers and 
men to whom there has been award­ 
ed the Distinguished Service Cross 
in recognition of acts of unusual 
gallantry in action. Behind each of 
these awards is a story of surpass­ 
ing bravery that deserves ihe wid­ 
est publicity, but pages of newspa­ 
per space would be required to print 
them all. 
Officers attached to Gen­ 
eral Pcrshings staff have selected 
from the hundreds of official reports 
a number that typify most strik­ 
ingly ihe gallantry and spirit of 
self-sacrifice that made Americas 
army invincible. Here are a few of 
them: 


THOMAS O. NEIBOUR, 
Private, Company M, 167th Infantry. 


Private Neibour, whose homo Is at 
Sugar City, Idaho, was decorated for 
conspicuous gallantry in action near 
Landres-et-St. Georges, France, Octo­ 
ber 16, 1918. On the afternoon of Oc­ 
tober 16, when the Cote de Chatillen 
bad just been gained after bitter fight­ 
ing, and the summit of that strong bul­ 
wark in the krienhilde Stellung was be­ 
ing organized, Private Neibour was 
sent on patrol with his automatic rifle 
squad to enfilade enemy machine gun 
nests. As Private Neibour gained the 
ridge he set up his automatic riile and 
was directly thereafter wounded in 
both legs by fire from a hostile machine 
gnn on his flank. 
The advance wave 
of the enemy troops counter-attacking 
had about gained the ridge and al­ 
though practically cut off and sur­ 
rounded, the remainder of his detach­ 
ment being killed or wounded, this 
gallant soldier kept his automatic rifle 
In operation to such effect that by his 
own efforts and by fire from the skir­ 
mish line of his company a t least 100 
yards in his rear, the attack was 
checked. 
The enemy wave being halt­ 
ed and lying prone, four of the enemy 
attacked 
Private Neibour 
at close 
quarters. 
These he killed. 
He then 
tnoved along among the enemy lying 
on the ground about him, in the midst 
of the fire from his own lines, and by 
bis coolness and gallantry captured 
eleven prisoners at the point of his pis­ 
tol and, although painfully w’ounded, 


vancing lino was held Dp by machine 
gun fire, Sorgt. Gumpertz left the pla­ 
toon of which he was In command and 
started through a heavy barrage to­ 
ward the machine gun nest, 
His two 
companions soon became casualties 
from bursting shells, but Sorgt. Gum­ 
pertz continued on alone in the face 
of direct fire from the machine gun, 
jumped into the nest and silenced the 
gun, capturing nine of the crew. Sergt. 
Gumpertz* home is at 701 West 17Sth 
street, New York city,

CHARLES F. HOFFMAN, 


Gunnery Sergeant, 49th Company, 5th 
Regiment, U. S. M. C. 


Sergt. Hoffman received the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross for an act of 
conspicuous gallantry in action with 
the 
enemy 
near 
Chateau-Thierry, 
France, June 6, 1918. 
Immediately 
after the company in which Sergt. 
Hoffman belonged had j'eached its ob­ 
jective on Hill 142, several counter-at­ 
tacks were launched against the line 
before the new position had been con­ 
solidated. 
Sergt. Hoffman was at­ 
tempting to organize a position on the 
north slope of the hill when he saw 
twelve*of the enemy, armed with five 
light machine guns, crawling toward 
his group. Giving the alarm, he rushed 
at the hostile detachment, bayonetted 
the two leaders, and forced the others 
to iloQ, abandoning their guns. 
His 
quick initiative and courage routed the 
enemy from a position from which they 
could have swept the hill with machine 
gun fire and forced the withdrawal of 
our forces.

Ifungary and Bulgaria, ihe total cost of the European war was fixed at 
$179,000,000,000 in an official estimate made public at Washington and 
based on daia in the hands of the federal reserve board, the Secretary of 
the treasury and the bulletins of the Swiss Society of Banks. 
The table 
was compiled on estimated expenditures to January 31, 1919. 


Total expenditures of the allies and the United States were fixed 
at $119,681,000,000, exclusive of the loans themselves, which totaled 
$18,375,000,000. 


The individual expenditures of the nations were given as follows: 
Great Britain, $37,100,000,000; France, $27,000,000,000; United 
States, $18,181,099,999; Italy, $10,000,000,000; Serbia, $8,000,000,000; 
Japan and Greece, $1,000,000,000. 


The Joans made by these powers and included in the individual 
expenditures, although not added to the total as a separate item, were as 
follows: 


Great Britain, $8,500,000,000; France, $2,000,000,000; United 
States, $7,8 < 5,000,000. 


The total expenditures of Germany were given as $36,500,000,000, 
and of Turkey $23.000.Otift,000, making an aggregate of $59,500,000,000 
for these two members of the Germanic alliance.

Muscular Effort Is Cause 
of Nearsightedness, Notes 
an Authority on Subject

It is generally agreed that- myopia, 
or nearsightedness, is an acquired de­ 
fect resulting from the elongation of 
the eyeball, but its causation has nor 
.vet been determined, the evidence for 
the assumption that near work pro­ 
duces near sight being unsatisfactory. 
Dr. Eldridge Green, writing in the Lon­ 
don Lancet, advances the theory that 
the primary and essential cause Is an 
obstruction 
of the outflow 
of 
the 
lymph. 
The obstruction may be pro­ 
duced by severe muscular effort, e. g., 
by lifting heavy weights, when a feeK 
ing of tension is always felt in the 
eyes, which appear, In extreme cases, 
to be starting from the head. 
This 
is more especially the cause of pro­ 
gressive 
myopia 
among 
warehouse 
hoys, porters and others whose work 
involves excessive effort, while with 
those engaged in sedentary occupa­ 
tions the form of exercise taken may 
be responsible, e. g., wTrestling, rowing, 
digging, 
and 
also 
coughing. 
Thus 
when signs of commencing myopia ap­ 
pear anything likely to increase the 
intraocular tension should be avoided. 
There is no need to avoid reading.

Smallest Bird Is American; 


400 Species of Hummers; 
Only in Western Hemisphere 


The smallest and most brilliantly col­ 
ored of all feathered creatures are the 
humming birds, and of the 400 species 
rone is to be found elsewhere than in 
this western hemisphere, notes a writ­ 
er in the Arkansas Gazette. 


The largest of these birds are no 
more than eight and a half inches and 
the smallest about two and three- 
eighths in length. 
Of these the larg­ 
est are never seen far north and the 
smallest rarely. 
The ruby-throated 
humming bird, called by Audubon “a 
glittering fragment of the rainoow,” 
breeds from the far southern states 
as far north as Labrador and winters 
from 
southern 
Florida 
to 
Central 
America, remaining with us from May 
to October. 
Its length is about three 
end one-quarter inches. 
The upper 
plumage is metallic green, the male 
having a ruby red gorget, a white col­ 
lar on the throat and a deeply forked 
tail of brownish violet. 
The female 
is of plainer colorings. 
The eggs, nev­ 
er more than two, are white and about 
as large as peas. 


It is a popular mistake that hum­ 
ming birds feed only on the honey in 
flowers. 
They really for the most part 
feed on insects, gathered with their 
barbed and sticky tongues from flow­ 
ers and leaves. 
They are, notwith­ 
standing their diminutive size, very 
pugnacious and will attack birds much 
larger than themselves, so that the 
English sparrow, with all his vaunted 
courage, dare not intrude on their 
nests.

Game Laws Summed Up 
by the U. S. Government 
for the Aid of Huntsmen 


To aid trappers and hunters, the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture has issued Farm ers’ Bulletin 1022, 
“Laws Relating to Fur-Bearing Ani­ 
mals,11 which is a summary of legisla­ 
tion in the United States, Canada and 
Newfoundland, relating to trapping, 
open seasons, propagation and boun­ 
ties. Under the stimulus of high prices 
there is always danger that trappers 
will deplete the trapping grounds and 
permanently decrease the number of 
fur animals, the federal specialists 
say. 
Regulations and seasons should 
be carefully observed, so that the fur 
supply of the future shall not be en­ 
dangered. 


For the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1918, the foreign trade of the United 
States in raw and manufactured furs 
reached the largest total in the his­ 
tory of the country. 
While exports 
were only $13,903,631, as compared 
with $15.729,100 for 1917, the imports 
were $38,389,372 as compared with 
$21,553,375 for 1917. The total foreign 
trade in furs increased over 40 p*2r 
cent.

If the Danube freezes (and it nearly 
always does freeze) the communica­

of Belgrade with the outside 
world will he still further enormously 
decreased. 
The possibility of bring­ 
ing food and wood up the river will 
bo removed, and the present very mod­ 
erate resources further enormously de* 
pleted. 


Run One Train Daily. 


There will remain practically only 
the one line of railway, that to Flume, 
through what was Austria but is now 
a part of the now kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes. 
On ac­ 
count of lack of fuel one train a day 
is operating on this line. 


Belgrade Is practically cut bff from 
the- interior of Serbia because of de­ 
struction of the railways and the 
shocking condition of the roads. There 
are practically no young men in the 
city. 
Those who were within two or 
three years of tho military age left 
with the army In the winter of 1915- 
16. 


They set out to make the retreat 
down through Serbia and, as it proved, 
over the mountains into Albania and 
thence to Corfu. 
Something like one 
in seven survived the trip. 


There are practically no 
children 
under three in Belgrade or elsewhere 
In Serbia, for that matter. 
Midwives : 
‘have been in the unemployed class 
for the last three years and will be 1 
for a year to come, for the Serbian ' 
army, what remains of it, is now in ' 
the occupied part of what was Aus­ 
tria-Hungary.

Getting Rid of Marble Waste. 


The waste of a Vermont marble

The rotary kiln for this purpose is 8 
feet in diameter and 20 feet long, in- 
clined 4 per cent from the horizontal. 
It is driven by a belt from a 30-horse 
power motor, and has n speed of 0.5 to 
1.5 revolutions per second. Producer 
gas introduced at. the lower end yields 
a temperature of 2,200 degrees P. 
This converts the rock fragments into 
quicklime by driving off the carbonic 
acid gas, and the hot material drops 
from the lower «id of the kifn into n 
rotating 
cooling cylinder. 
In this 


cylinder the draft of air passing to 
the burning gas cools the product for 
the storage bins.

Anson Carlyle, aged twenty- 
three, the ninth in descent from 
Capt, Geoffry Carlyle of Glas­ 
gow, Scotland, was among the 
heroic Canadian dead at Vimy 
ridge.

Noises of Animals, Birds, or Insects 
Never Completely Stilled in the 
Jungles of Malay. 


One nhiy as well try to describe wifh 
justice the crater of an active volcano 
as to describe ihe jungle of Malay. 


From without one sees n dense for­ 
est of very irregular height and of the 
most vivid green imaginable. 
Here 
and there towering above the others 
ono sees immense trees, 200 feet high 
or more. 
From without the jungle 
looks impenetrable, and so it is. except 
by well-defined tracks, or by hacking 
one's way through, as I have done, for 
150 miles 


Within the jungle all is gloom, ex­ 
cept overhead, where one can see a 
misty light that filters up through the 
delicate folinge 
All the trees shoot 
straight up, there being practically no 
horizontal branches from them. 
In 
fact, there are no trees that resemble 
the oak or other short-trunked trees. 


The ground is nearly always damp 
or even slushy in places, and Infested 
with land leeches that crawl up one** | 
clothing and gortre themselves on your 
blood. 
The atmosphere is steamy, but 
far cooler than out in the open. I have 
taken the temperature just within the 
jungle, and found it to be about SO de­ 
grees, but on placing the thermometer 
out in the sun it has rapidly reached 
the temperature of 14S degrees. 
| 


Early in tlu» morning the jungle re­ 
sounds with the cries of the monkeys 
just waking up. 
About 0:30 these 
cease and the ordinary day noises of 
birds, and the steady hum of insects 
prevail. The frequent tap of woodpeck­ 
ers, the croak of huge treefrogs and 
the call of the peacock and 
argus 
pheasant re-echo through the jungle. 
Every now and then one hears a famil­ 
iar eock-o-doodle-doo and the elucking 
of a hen and imagines one must bo 
near a farm, until it is realized that 
it is only tin* jungle fowl, the ancestor 
of all domestic poultry. 


Toward sunset, about six o’clock, 
there suddenly bursts out a perfectly 
deafening din of buzzing and shrieking 
insects. 
It is no exaggeration to state 
that the noise of the insect life at sun­ 
set makes it practically impossible to 
hear oneself speak. This continues un­ 
til about seven o’clock, when darkness 
has set in and then It dies away con­ 
siderably. 
Througluout the night one 
hears all kinds of queer noises that 
were absent during the day. 


With luck, you may hear the growl 
and roar of a tiger, hunting some poor 
animal. Frequently one hears a great 
commotion among the birds and mon­ 
keys that had been sleeping in some 
tall tree, as their slumber is disturbed 
by a snake that has elimbed up and 
caught one of them. A common sound 
is the despairing shriek of a jungle 
fowl caught by som e wildcat. 
Occa­ 
sionally one’s sleep is disturbed by a 
loud crashing of trees and the trum­ 
peting of a herd of elephants. In fact, 
the jungle teems with life and death, 
day and night. -G. Oarveth Wells, in 
Oregon Journal.

Carburetor Uses Kerosene. 


An automatic «arbureior has been 
developed in England for which aston­ 
ishing claims are made. 
The details 
of its construction are withheld, but 
its performance is said on good au­ 
thority to be remarkable. 
During a 
demonstration test it wras used on a 
two-cylinder, six-horsepower motor­ 
cycle. 
The start was made with the 
engine cold aud the float chamber half 
filled with gasoline. 
Tin» change to 
kerosene, while under way, produced 
no noticeable difference in the per­ 
formance of the engine. There was no 
knocking on grades, no smoke, no 
odor. 
The cylinders fired crisply, the 
pickup was quick, the firing regular at 
all speeds, and the power ail that could 
be desired. 
It is even claimed ilmt, 
with the now carburetor, a gallon of 
kerosene will drive the motorcyclo 
aud sidecar the unheard-of distance of 
08 miles, but there is no ollicial con­ 
firmation of this statement. 


Learning Deadly Aim. 


The skill with which American gun­ 
ners frustrated the attacks of U-boats 
was due, in a large measure, to the 
iKse of an ingenious target for gun 
practice during tho voyages. 
The de­ 
vice consisted of a framework, about 
thirty feet long and five feet wide, 
built to be drawn through the water, 
with an Imitation conning tower and 
periscope mounted on the upper side. 
It was drawn behind the ship by 
means of two cables attached one above 
the other, 
By pulling on the upper one, 
the upper side of the frame was made 
to project forward, causing the target 
to rise to tho surface, while by pull­ 
ing on the lower cable, the device 
would quickly submerge. 
Oiiicers out 
of sight of the gunners manipulated 
the apparatus, 
frequently 
changing 
the range by paying out or taking in 
the cables, 


Getting Rid of Marble Waste. 


The waste of a Vermont marble 
quarry is reduced by crushers and 
rolls to fragments of one-half inch or 
less, aud is then burned into quicklime. 
The rotary kiln for this purpose is 8 
feet in diameter and 20 feet long, in­ 
clined 4 per cent from the horizontal. 
It is driven by a (bult from a 30-horse 
power motor, and has a speed of 0.5 to 
1.5 revolutions per second. 
Producer 
gas introduced at the lower end yields 
a tem perature of 2,200 decrees F, 
This converts the rock fragm ents Into 
quicklime by driving oif the carbonic 
acid gas, and the hot material drops 
from the lower t»id of the kiin into a 
rotating 
cooling 
cylinder, 
In this 
cylinder the draft of air passing to 
the burning gas cools the product for 
the storage bins.

In 
a letter received from the miin office of 
the Red Cross it wap learned that the Ad- 
ams county boy had bren wounded in ac- 
tion and had suffered from a fractured 
kull and bullet woundb, but at the time 
he was discharged he was apparently in 
good health.

For Adams County Soldier 


At present the Gettysburg chapter of 
the Red Cross is investigating the disap­ 
pearance of a Biglcrville soldier who was 
discharged from the army several months 
ago. 
Following the i ationil plan of the 
Red Cross to follow soldiers to their homes 
and assist them to secure work and help 
them in other ways» a Gettysburg woman 
called at a Biglerville home and found 
that the discharged soldier had not return­ 
ed and his parents were greatly distressed, 
as they had received no word from him 
since he left France six months ago and 
did not know he had been discharged. In 
a letter received from the main office of 
the Red Cross it was learned that the Ad­ 
ams county boy had been wounded in ac­ 
tion and had suffered from a fractured 
skull and bullet wounds, but at the time 
he was discharged he was apparently in 
good health. It is feared that wounds of 
the soldier may have caused a temporary 
lapse of memory or that he has been in­ 
jured. 
With the aid of the Red cross all 
over the United States a careful search for 
the missing soldier is being made.

FLU DANGER HITS 
LIFE INSURANCE 


Ccmpanies 
May Raise 


10 Per Cent. 


Cost 


A general niereaso in rates ou iuv? 
insurance that may avern^i^o up to 10 
per cent of prevailing rales is about 
to be put into elTect by most of tho 
companies, 
inoludins: 
tho 
mutuals, 
partly as a result of the heavy toll 
of life taken by the epidemic of influ­ 
enza. 
Insurance men said that their actu­ 
aries are anticipating continued heavy 
death rates from Inlhienza and kin­ 
dred ills for at least two year^. 
In­ 
creases in rates, it was said, are neces­ 
sary for the protection of old policy­ 
holders and for the proper distribution 
of the losses due 
to 
the 
expected 
heavier mortality. 
In most life 
insurance companies 
dividends are not paid to policy hold­ 
ers until the expiration of two years 
from the date the policy is taken out. 
If rates were continued at their pres­ 
ent level, this would mean that the 
whole cost of any continued loss of 
life from influenza would be borne by 
present holders of policies. 
Conlinued heavy death rate will cur­ 
tail dividends to present policy hold­ 
ers unless income is increased from 
new policies. 
Tho first company to 
announce new rates is the Prudential, 
one of the largest of the mutual liCe 
insurance companies. 
A. C. Williamson, manager of the 
office 
in 
Philadelphia 
said 
that 
all information about the new schedule 
must come from the home oiUce, at 
Newark, N. J. 
Street men employed 
by 
the 
conlpany, however, declared 
that the increase will hardly reach 10 
per cent. 
“The net cost of the new schedule 
will depend, of course, upon the death 
rate for the next two years,” said one 
agent. “If this shows no increase over 
normal there will be no net increase, 
as all policy holders now on the books 
will continue to draw dividends. The 
new schedule of rates is nece.ssary for 
the distribution of tho increased death 
benefits resulting from the iniliienza 
epidemic. 
As 
new 
policy holders 
would not draw dividends, 
in 
any 
event, for two yeai-s, they would es­ 
cape their share of Ihls cost if rates 
were not Increased, the entire i)urden 
wo^ild be placed on present holders, 
whose dividends might be reduced. 
“The now schedule is primarily in­ 
tended for the protection of policy 
holders. 
Insurance companies genei 
ally never expected anything like the 
death rate caused by influenza last 
year. 
They did not believe that the 
disease would get beyond control to 
the extent it did. The companies are 
now expecting the epidemic to be re­ 
flected in the death rate for at least 
two yeijrs more.” 
Life insurance Is one of the few 
commodities 
that 
has 
remained 
rhroughout the war at prewar i)rices. 
In some companies, as a matter of 
fact, it is cheaper through what is 
called liberalization of policies and in­ 
creased dividends.

5 BILLIONS CASH 


First Payment in Two Years In 


Cash or Commodities. 


Oermany, under the peace treaty, 
must pay $5,000.0(X).000 in cash or Uie 
equivalent in commodities befox‘e May 
1, 1U21. 
She must also issue immediately to 
the allied and associated governments 
$2mHH),(KK),000 
of 
interest-bearing 
bonds. 
Tho interest on the bonds until 102G 
will be either two or three per cent, 
and after that-date will be five per 
cent, acctuMllng to tho present phin. 
The bonds will be payable in instal­ 
ments during a period of fifteen years. 
They probably will be ketpt In the con­ 
trol of a central commission of the 
allied and associated governments so 
tliat they shall not be marketed in 
quantities sufllclent to break the price. 
The exact amount of the bond Issue 
will be determined later according, to 
the kind of money In which it must be 
paid. If the money is marks, the sum 
will bo larger than 920.0iH),Oi)0,000 at 
the rale of exchange before the war, 
but that is the general nominal sum.

Land of Pilgrimage. 
Palestine had been assigned to the 
Kmperor of the East in 8U5 A. D., and 
was nominally Christian at that time, 
when pilgrimage to the Holy Land be­ 
came almost a cult and the finding of 
relics became a regular pursuit in all 
the places identified with the life of 
Jesus.

to sea for dumping until after the 
signing of the peace treaty, except in 
those cases where, through containers 
showing signs of leaking or for other 
good reasons, it is considered in the 
Interest of safety to dispose of the 
gas sooner. 


General Sibert submitted to General 
March, the chief of staff, a memoran­ 
dum in reply to the statement that 
no American gas shells were fired at 
the enemy. 


“In June, 1918,” the memorandum 
asserts, 4‘the following shipment of 
gases in bulk was made to the Ameri­ 
can forces in France to be exchanged 
for gas shell: Mustard gas, ]f3 tons; 
ehlorpierin, 70.1 tons; phosgene, 48 
tons. 
Further shipment in bulk over­ 
seas was stopped pursuant to a cable­ 
gram from France dated July lil, 1018, 
the reason for this being that France 
had no more extra gas shells to be 
filled with American gas. 


“There not being gas shell available 
with suitable boosters and adapters 
the gas plants were not operated to 
capacity. 
However, sales of some ex­ 
cess gas were made both in England 
and to France. 
England was sold 0UU 
tons of ehlorpierin and 80S tons of 
phosgene. 
France was sold oiKWons 
of ehlorpierin and 1,4US tons of chlo­ 
rine, equivalent to 1,120 tons of phos­ 
gene. 
Phosgene is 80 per cent chlo­ 
rine, and France furnished phosgene 
shell in exchange for this chlorine. In 
addition to the above 200 tons of mus­ 
tard gas were shipped to England for 
loading shell originally made for Rus­ 
sia. 
These shells were never loaded, 
and the gas, at least a large part of 
it, was utilized by the English in load­ 
ing shell. 


“There were, therefore, shipped to 
Europe 3,062 tons of gas, or its equiv­ 
alent, which gas was largely loaded 
into shell and used by the United 
States troops, or those of our allies, 
against the enemy. 
Three thousand 
six hundred and sixty-two tons of ga* 
would 
have loaded about 1,000,000 
shells, two-thirds of them being 75 
mm. and one-third 155 nun., a numbei 
which is thought to be at least equal 
to the total number of gas shells fired 
by the American troops in action in 
France, showing that, while American 
gas was not actually fired in American 
shells in the war, it was fired againsl 
the enemy, and that America fur 
nished at least as much as she used 


“In addition to this, 18,600 livec 
drums loaded 
with phosgene wen 
shipped to France. 
These contained 
279 tons of gas, and some of them, al 
least, were fired at the enemy. 
Af 
soon as shells were available thej 
were loaded 
with 
gas, and 25.00( 
shells, 75 mm. caliber, were shipped 
to France on August 7, 1018. 
On Au 
gust 9 another shipment of 50,U0( 
shells of the same caliber was made 
after which time shipments were mad< 
as fast as shell and boosters wen 
available. 


“The first shipment of shells woulc 
have reached France by Septembei 
1. They were unassembled. All com 
ponent parts, however, were shipped 
The ordnance department decided ii 
June to assemble gas shells in France 
The time lost In such assembling ii 
the only reason for these shells ant 
others not reaching tiie front befoP 
the armistice.

WAYS WITH LEFTOVERS.

It is quite the proper thing these 
days to waste absolutely nothing and 


to use as much economy 
as possible in the plan­ 
ning of meals. 


Leftover cocoa or choc­ 
olate 
need 
not 
be 
thrown away as it may 
take the place of the 
milk in a spice cake or 
pudding. 


Melted ice cream may also be used 
in the same way for cakes, cookies or 
in custard pie. 


Delicious pudding sauces may be 
prepared from the juice from canned 
fruit. 
Thicken with a little flour, add 
a bit of butter and serve hot. 


Cold, cooked mutton may be re­ 
heated in the following sauce, making 
a dish which many consider better 
than the original: Chop a small onion 
and fry in a tablespoonful of butter or 
sweet fat, add a tablespoonful of flour 
and let it brown. Mix a tablespoonful 
of 
Worcestershire 
sauce, 
a 
table­ 
spoonful of vinegar, a tablespoonful of 
currant jelly and pepper and salt to 
taste. Cook all together and when hot 
add the sliced mutton. Simmer for fif­ 
teen minutes to season-the meat and 
serve hot. 


Another delicious sauce for reheated 
meats is this: 
Chop a dozen olives 
very fine, brown a tablespoonful of 
flour, add a tablespoonful of butter 
and when well-blended stir in a cupful 
of soup stock; stir and 
cook 
until 
smooth. Season with salt, pepper, and 
Worcestershire sauce, then add tho 
chopped olives and serve hot. 


Pour a little olive oil over the bot­ 
tle of olives and do the same to canned 
red peppers; this will save them from 
spoiling. 


A slice or two of pineapple mixed 
with a little chopped apple to give 
bulk, a half dozen quartered marsh­ 
mallows, and a little boiled dressing 
with whipped cream, makes a most 
tasty salad. 


A cupful of sour cream may serve 
as a salad dressing with a bit of sugar, 
when poured over shredded cabbage. 


A most tasty pie may be made from 
a cupful of sour cream, the samo of 
sugar and raisins, one egg, a half tea­ 
spoonful of cinnamon, nutmeg and salt, 
and a teaspoonful of vinegar. Balre in 
two crusts. 


A etipful of cooked onion served in a 
white sauce may be served as a sauce 
for flsh.

Peter Struve, a distinguished Russian 
economist, who has* escaped from Rus- 
ida and arrived in England after hid­ 
ing from the bolsheviki for months in 
Moscow and after a long /journey on 
foot to reach safety in Finland. 


lie wfis compelled to disguise him­ 
self to escape death at the hands of 
the adherents of Lenine and Trotzky. 
Professor Struve was representative 
from Petrograd in the second dmtta 
and a member of the assembly con­ 
voked by Alexander F. Kerensky. 


Ten Bishops Shot. 


“Altogether ten bishops had Tbeen 
shot and many priests murdered and 
the dean of Kazan cathedral and his 
two sons were drowned in the Neva 
by the red soldiers,” said P.rofessor 
Struve. 
“Near Kotlas, all the monks 
in one monastery were shot to death. 
Professor KartasheiT, minister of reli­ 
gion in Kerensky’s government, who 
has escaped into Finland, says that 
the present persecution of the church 
in Petrograd is only comparable with 
the persecution of the early Chris­ 
tians. 


“In Moscow all the shootings take 
place at night, but in Petrograd the 
victims of the bolsheviki are shot in 
the afternoon in the courtyard of tjie 
headquarters of the executive commis­ 
sion and in order to drown the noise, 
it is usual to start up tho engines of 
the motorcars which are waiting in 
the vicinity. 


“At tho beginning of the bolshevik 
movement I publicly expressed the 
opinion that not even a German would 
hold converse with a bolshevik. 
As 
a Russian constitutionalist it is com­ 
pletely' inexplicable to me how any al­ 
lied government can contemplate dis­ 
cussion of any sort, in any circum­ 
stances or at auy place, with anyone 
who calls himself a bolshevik. 


Complete Tyranny. 


“Those who imagine that there can 
be any pact between the forces of civ­ 
ilization and bolshevism have no con­ 
ception of the real state of affairs in 
Russia. t The most moderate form of 
vstoration of order and liberty in 
Russia would make the existence of 
bolshevism impossible. 


“Bolshevism is complete tyranny, 


which is absolutely incompatible with 
any form of ordered liberty and con­ 
stitutional government. 
It is entirely 
false to say that bolshevism is a popu­ 
lar form of government. 
If irotzky 
would walk a verst through Moscow 
he would be killed. No czar lived in 
greater terror of his subjects than the 
chiefs of the bolshevik government. 
There was more law and justice under 
serfdom than under the beisheviki.”

Corporal Manning received the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross for conspicu­ 
ous gallantry near Brouvannes, France, 
July 2S, 101S. Corporal Manning was 
in charge of an automatic rifle squad 
during an assault by his battalion on 
the strongly fortified heights overlook­ 
ing the Ourcq river for the purpose of 
exploiting the successful passage of 
the stream. 
During the advance on 
the hill his platoon commander was 
killed and just as the crest was 
reached the platoon sergeant was 
wounded. 
Corporal Manning then as­ 
sumed command of the platoon, which 
was near the center of tlie assaulting 
line and was meeting with desperate 
resistance. 
Though he himself was 
severely wounded and was the only 
survivor of his squad, this soldier led 
forward the 35 effectives remaining in 
the platoon against an ‘enemy strong 
point, which was wired, intrenched and 
defended by machine guns and domi­ 
nated the entire Ourcq valley. He was 
repeatedly wounded, but he succeeded 
in getting a .foothold at this strong 
point with hut seven men remaining 
with him. While the latter consolidat­ 
ed their position under Ills direction, 
with the platoon on the flank, he held 
oiY a considerable number of the enemy 
60 yards away by fire from his auto­ 
matic rifle. He remained in this posi­ 
tion until the entire line had been con­ 
solidated, when he crawled back to 
shelter, having received nine wounds.
